| Investigation into the Charges agains 
Superintendent Ferrell, | 


We have been requested by the 
Board of County Commissiuners to 
publish the following: 


WorkkK Housk, Wake County, 
April 5th, 1876. 

At a meeting held this day for the 
purpose of investigating the charges 
against Superinteadent Ferrell for 
alleged cruel treatment of prisoners 
— Present, Sol. J. Allen, Crhairman, 
A. G. Jones and J RK. Nowell, the 
following statements were made, as 
on oath : 
£0OLOMON RUFFALOZ'S STATEMENT. 

Solomon Buffalve,col prisoner, 
stated substantia'ly as fo lows:—I 
can’t find any fault of my treatwent ; 
Mr. Ferrell bas been good to me, fee 
me well. I cursed in jx | and he tied 
me up, and he tied meup twice about 
the money Davis found. He swung 
me clear of the ground, only about a 
minute. I have beenin the Work- 
House almost three years. Hanging 
the regular 
mode of punishment. Mr. Fergur- 
son, former Superintendont, hung 
me up by the thumbs, swinging me 
clear of the ground; tied me up sev- 
eral times for fighting. He tied me 
up, bucked aud gagged me and puta 
bayonet into my mouth for setting 
the jail on fire, and I spit blood from 
it. His treatment of me was worse 
than the punishment intlicted on 
Davis. Davis found money; he 
had it in jail one night; I saw him 
counting it; it was ina tin box. I 
wanted to borrow 3100,00; he prom- 
ised to let me haveit. ‘Mook it out 
with bim next day, so he (Davis) 
told me, informing me thatit was 
secure IJ told bim toshow the mon- 
ey to Mr. Ferrell and pay our costs. 
John Thompson told the night- 
watch tbat Davis bad found 
money in a tin box about 7 
inches long and % inches deep. Box 
was full of gold and. silver. We all 
depicd having the money when ask- 
ed aboutit. Mr. Ferrell hung Davis 
up when he refused to tell where it 
was, and bucked and gagged him. 
Davis had a Kknet io his side; be said 
Holderfield hit him with a stick. He 
Was hot struck by anyboly in my 
presenee, 

ALFRED GORHAM’'S SPTATEM NT. 


Alfred Gorhan, colored, pri-oner, 
sald: Davis found money in a tim box 
in the new ground; dug it out ofa 
clay root ; saw him tiud it. If was 
goldandsilver. The guard was about 
20 vards fiom us. He put it into the 
pocket of alargecoacthe was wearing. 


Mr. Ferrell hung meup about te 
money several duyva after it was 
found. John Thomuson to:;d the 
night wateh about finding the 
money. Davis told Mr. Ferrel! that 
IT grabbed at the money, and ble 
(Ferrell) hung meup for this. Ife 


never puuished me for anything ex- 
cept about the money. I saw him 
buck and gag Davis. Mr. Fergurson 
never putished me. Isaw him (Mr, 
Fergurson) hang up Buffalce about 
halfa day and buck and geg him. 
He puta bo vonet ivto bis mouthand 
Buffaloe spit blood from it for about 
ihree weeks. 

GEORGE ROBINSON'S STATEMENT. 

Gseorge Robinson, colored, pris- 
oner, said: Davissaid he found some 
money; [didn’t see any. IT was in 
Davis’s squad at work in the new 
ground, but did not sc2 him dig up 
any money. He showed me some pa- 
per which he said came out of the 
box. Mr. Ferrell tied me when I toid 
him I did not know anything about 
the money ; hung me up clear of the 
rround, I don’t know for how long. 
fle hung up Davis, Bufta'oe, Gorham 
and Franecs laylor; never Knew auy 
prisoner whipped. 

FRANCES TAYLOR'S 

Frances Taylor, white woman, 
prisoner, said: Don’t Know 
thing about the money. Davis said 
he found it Saw Mr. Ferreil bang 
Davis up and buck and gag him; 
didn’t know how long Never saw 
him whip Davis. Mr. Ferre!! hung 
me up clear of the ground. Davis said 
that [knew where the money was; 
this was the reason for his hanging 
meup. Davis was in jail for «bout a 
week after he was punished. Never 
saw any punishment other than 
hanging up and bucking and pgag- 
ging. Iam elothed well. 

JOHN THOMPSON’S STATEMENT. 


John Thompson, colored, prisoner, 
said: Davis told me that he found 
money; said he hadit in jail Oue 
night. I told Mr. Rogers, the night- 
watch, that Davis said he had found 
money. Mr. Ferrell huag Davis up 
and bucked and gagged him. He 
(Ferrel!) told Davis that he would let 


out apy of the prisoners” that 
he would name and pay costs 
for them if Davis would 


inform him where the money was. 
He hung Davis up clear of the ground, 
I have been hung up twice since I 
have been in the work-house. Saw 
Davis, Buffaloe, Gorham, Robinson 
and Fanny Taylor hung up; have 
never seen any other punishment 
than bucking and gagging. Am fed 
and clothed well. e 
DR. FORRKEST'S STATEMENT, 

Dr. Forrest, physician cal'ed to see 
Davis, said: | was sent for to see 
Davis some five or six days after the 
alleged cruel treatment. He was not 
as bad off'as he made out. He had 
not bad a passage for six days, so he 
told me, and appeared to be very sore 
in the bowels. I gave him an enema 
and some eathartie and visited 
him a day or two afterwards and 
found him much improyed, I have 
never heard of a case where consti- 
pation of the bowels was produced by 
banging up. He (Davis) had hernia, 
not strangulated, but reducible hernia, 
Dayis said he bad had it for several 
years. I cantellan old froma new 
ease of hernia. If a person were 
laboring under hernia, hanging up 
would have a deleterious effect. 
examined Davis and found only one 
mark that looked anything like 
whipping, and that might have been 
produced by some other cause. 


SUPERINTENDENT FERRELL'S STATE: 
MENT. 


F.M Ferrel!. the Superintendent 
of the Work-house, said: In Mareb, 
I was informed by the guard thatone 
of the prisoners (Davis) had found a 
box of money in the new ground. 
Davis denied having found = any 
money. Buffaloe said Davis had 
found money. for he (Buffaloe) had 
seen it. I tied Davis and Buffaloe, 
and after a while they said they 
would get it. They went to the new 
ground, toa clay root, but could nos 
find it. They said Alfred Gorham 
had stolen it, and I hung bimup. I 


hung up Davis and Buffaloe, and

TSAAC HOLDERFIELD'S STATEMENT. 


Isage Hollerfield, white, guard, 
said? Davis sad he found money, | 
wad John Thompson to!d the night-' 
waten; when asked where it was. said’ 
it Wasin the new ground under a 
clay root. When taken there, he’ 
could not find it. he was hartg: 
up and bucked and gazged ; he” was:

I 
bucked and gagged Buffalog, while 
guard urder Mr. Fergureon, for sets 
ting the jail on fire,aad he was hung 
up off and on for a wholeday. Hang- 
ing up and bucking and gagging was 
tisual mode of punishment. 
BENJAMIN MATHIS’S STATEMENT. 


Benjamin Mathis, white 
said: Mr. Ferreil asked Davis a 
finding the money; he denied find- 
ing it. Buffaloe said he (Davis) had 
found it, for he (B.) bad seen it. 
Dayisand RBuffaloe were tied, and, 
after awhile, said they would get 
the money, that it was undera clay 
root, ‘They weut to the clay root but 
could not find it, and Mr. Ferrell 
hung up Buffaloe aud Davis and 
greged Davis. The prisoners are 
well fed. Bucking and gagging is the 
usual mode of punishment. S 

WESTON ROGERS’ STATEMENT. 

Weston Rogers, white, night- 
watch, said: am night-watch. 
Thompson told me there was a large 
amount of money found; IT reported 
to Mr. Ferrel, Mr. F. asxed Davis 


where the money was, wheu 
he (Davi-) denied having found 
any. Davis said he made the 


box in jail himseif. I have never 
seen a prisoner whipped. Hanying 
up does not disable x person. Ihave 
never seen Davis or any otber person 
hung up clear of the ground. Trea‘- 
meut of prisoners is not barbarous. 

After hearing the foregoing staie- 
ments, the Board came to the con- 
ciasion that, having carefully and 
patiently inves igated the alleged 
cruel treattinent of prisoners by the 
Superintendent, he liad uot been 
guilty of inflicting any cruel or un- 
usual punishment, and has done 
nothiog that would jus.ify the Com- 
missioners is removing tim frow his 
pesition as Superint -ndent.

THE CONNECTICUT ELECTION, 

Fall returns from the election 
show that there was a falling off in 
the popular vote as compared with 
that of 1875 of 2,497, the vote in 
that year being 98,486. This indi- 
cates an immaterial change, and 
only shows that the people were not 
roused to that pitch of enthusiasm 
in the election of Governor of whose 
success the Democrats were assured. 
Only is the Legislature to be re- 
garded with interest as bearing up- 
on any expression of policy. Here 
the expression is unmistakable 
and read alike by both parties. T be 
Democratic gain is 22 and the ma- 
jority on joint ballot 87. Connecti- 
cut had been represented in the U.

administration encouraged, and the 
action of Connecticut would have 
proved potential in undong all that 
has been attempted to bring back 
something like decent honesty in 
the management of public affairs. 

Notwithstanding therefore a 
smaller pooular majority for Gover- 
nor, the success of the Democrats in 
Connecticut must be set down as a 
most decisive victory, marking as it 
does most steadfast adbesion to pur- 
poses declared to be the guiding 
principles of Democracy in the com- 
ing national campaign. 


WHO IS HE? 


The New York Jimes gives us the 
following startling piece of informa- 
tion: that a gentleman from North 
Carolina has laid claim to the grounds 
upon which the Centennial build- 
ings are erected, having actually in 
his possession deeds dated in 1798 for 
certain lands, unfortunately for the 
claimant, proving to be seventy miles 
distant. What a chance a fortune 
was so closely missed! How near 
the grasp of unfathomable riches: 
What a magnificent royalty might 
have been exacted during the exhibi- 
tion, and then what a splendid for- 
tune afterwards! But there is many 
a slip between the cup and the lip, 
and our North Carolina friend proves 
to he no better off than if his deeds 
claimed for a tract in the South 
Mountains, 

“Philadelphia was excited yvester- 
day by the announcement that a 
North Carolina gentleman had = sud- 
denly discovered that he was the 
owner of the tract of land upon which 
the buildings and grounds of the 
Centennial Exposition are situated. 
His deed is dated Dee. 4, 1798, and 
calls for over four hundred acres of 
land. The happy holder of this 

roperty is now on his way to claim 
his own, having delayed 
his descent upon Philadelphia until 
valuable improvements were coin- 
pleted. In the mean time, we are 
assured, on the word of a Philadel- 
phia lawyer of credit and renown, 
that the North Carolinian’s acres are 
seventy miles “up the creek.’? With 
cruel irony this eminent authority 
adds, that this land, which originally 
cost one dollar an aere, is worth just 
about what it was in 1798. The Cen- 
tennial grounds belong to that  fa- 
mous tract which the thrifty Penn 
inclosed in the traditional bullock 
hide, and the show will not be warn- 
ed off the premises by any gentleman 
from North Carolina. 

Mexico comes forward again with 
one of her chronic insurrections. 
Since the presidency of Ierdo they 
have been comparatively few, and 
the Republic has enjoyed a longer 
period of stable government than 
ever before. Much has been. done 
in that time to improve the condi- 
tion of the country, and very con- 
siderable progress has been made 
in internal improveme:ts. Some 
lines of railway have been opened, 
mining operations have been rcsuin- 
ed, factories established, and the 
cultivation of some of the tropical 
productions much enlarged. If 
Mexico could be improved perme- 
nently, she seemed to have been on 
the high road to prosperity. Bat 
there are inherent sources of disor- 
der which make it impossible for 
her tobe quiet. Her territory is an 
immenee one and the means of in- 
tercommunication slow and difticu!t. 
Attachment to the centre of the guv- 


ernment has never been strong, en- 
forcement of obedience to it always 
difficult, and there are in every 
State ambitious chieftains, in the 
nature of petty princes, or else as 
soldiers of fortune, who are always 
sure of finding material enough in 
the brigand-like population to aid 
in seeking redress. 

The present insurrection, thongh 
scattered through the Republic, has 
made its most striking blow on the 
Rio Grande. Matamoras is in the 
hands of the insurgents and, as 
often happens in Mexico, the gov- 
ernment troops have quietly gone 
over to the other side. The pres- 
ent movement i insignificant in 
itself, but the ball isin motion and 
it would be difficult to say when it 
will stop. 


THE COUNTY WORK-HOUSE 
CHARGES,

well also that of Mr. Ferrell and the 
guard—they exonerate Mr. F. from 
ali blame upon the ground that he 
was but doing his duty both in pun- 
ishing the condemned felons placed 
under his charge by the laws of North 
Carviina for disobedience, refusal to 
work, &c., and in endeavoring to 
get from one of the prisoners a large 
amount as gold and silver which he 
and others said he had found. This 
action of the Board is fully justified 
by the evidence, and the promptness 
with which they have acted in in- 
vestigating the matter clearly evinces 
on their part a disposition to have 
speedy justice done even to convicts. 

The evidence discloses barbarous 
treatment of the convict Sol. Buffaloe 
by Mr. Fergurson the Radical Sup’t 
of the work house under the old 
Board, composed as it was entire] y of 
Republicans, and is it not surprising 
that a warrant does not issue for his 
apprehension and that he be required 
to enter into a bond of $1,000 fer his 
appearance at the next term of the 
Court. This tender sympathy and 
sickly sentimentality, which shows 
itself in arresting Mr. Ferrell, a man 

who stands as high as any poor but 
hon<st man in the county, upon the 
oath of a negro who was convicted by 
a jury of Democrats and Republicans 
White and black of stealing a hog, 
should spur on its possessor to arrest 
Mr Furguson and not step until it 
had entered the portals of the State 
Penitentiary and ascertain by what 
mauner of means and by what au- 


thority of law so many of the ¢con- 
victs incarcerated there have bee: 
killed while attempting to escape. 
Justice in the one case demands it in 
the other. 

We are positively grateful to see 
from the statements of the convicts 
that they are fed and clothed well, 
and especially grateful are we that the 
injunction of a famous secessionist in 
North Carolina has not been carried 
out to the letter, by being clothed 
well, worked well and whipped well, 
for they deny the whipping. 

This effort on the part of the Radi- 
cals to work upsometbing sensation- 
al for the coming campaign will fall 
still-born on the honest, industrious 
people of the State, for they have no 
such tender interest and sympathetic 
feeling for rogues who have been 
taken out of society by the laws of 
our county because of their unworth- 


iness, as that manifested by the Rad- 


icals for Babeock, Belknap ef id omne 
genus. 


The punishment inflicted by Mr. 


Ferrell upon the convict Davis, was 
not to get the money for his own use, 
as some slanderers stat—d, but it is the 
usual course adopted by persons in 
charge of convicts to force from them 
weapons or instruments by which 
escape could beeffacted, Mr. Ferrell 
told Davis if he had the money to 
send for some friend outside and give 
him the money to keep for him, but 
it must not remain in bis ( Davis’) pos- 
session.: [nthis Mr. F. was clearly 
right, as gold and silver are more 
powerful levers to effect escape or 
compass the death of the sup‘tor 
guard than erow bars or jiinmies. 
We fell sure that the honest people 
wil! sustain the Board and Mr. Fere 
relland as to the rest of mankind 
their approval is not asked for, 


Tur bill restoring to the pension 
roll the names of the soldiers of the 
war of 1812 who were stricken off 
on account of the rebellion will af- 
fect, unhappily, but a few, the whole 
number being but one hundred and 
twenty in the entire South. This 
is the feeble, tottering, age-stricken 
remnant of the stalwart men and 
gallant hosts who in 1812 filled the 
ranks of the American army in its 
second measurement of strength 
with British power. It is a bu- 
miliation to human nature that 
such a record as this restoration to 
the right to a country’s bounty and 
gratitude should egppear on the 
journals of Congress. No after act 
of those veterans could have cau- 
celled former services, and the very 
fact of their extreme age forbids 
that their participation in the rebel- 
lion could have gone farther than 
words or the performance of the 
duties of humanity oraffection. But 
the ‘“‘magnanimity” of the govern- 
ment saw even in implied rebellion 
an almost inexpiable offence to be 
visited upon those whose trembling 
voices and tottering limbs found ex- 
pression for disapproval of the vio- 
lations of those principles of right 
and liberty for which they fought 
and bled. 

But the feeble remnant of vetc- 
rans will be glad that the voice of 
Justice is again heard and the small 
pittance of a nation’s charity is 
again doled out to cheer their few 
last impoverished days. 


SECRETARY BRISTOW. 


The President’s organ seems to be 
alarmed at the commendation be- 
stowed upon Mr. Bristow, or rather 
it is amazed at the tribute paid to 
an integrity and devotion to duty 
which stands out in such conspicu- 
ous contrast to the otherwise unre- 
lieved dishonesty and selfish pur- 
poses of the Republican party.— 
That tribute was unbought, and 
was attracted by qualities which 
ought to bave the support of every 
honest man and every patriot. If 
praise of Mr. Bristow galls his party, 
why then, it illustrates that mean 
principle in buman nature which 
decries all that is virtuous. A wise 
policy on the part of the RKepubli- 
cans would have seized upon Mr. 
Bristow as a God-send—as one 
providentially raised up to save the 
party by the possession of princi- 
ples which alone can command suc- 
cess with the people. But with a 
blind fatuity, they repudiate him or 
that very account. Heisdenounced 
as was Aristides for being too just, 
and they pay the Democratic party 
the compliment of transferring him 
to them as a Democrat in disguise. 
Glorious reproach! which the Dem- 
ocrats will willingly submit to. But 
the Democrats have no idea uf claim- 
ing Mr. Bristow, though they will 
uphold his arms in this fight against 
corruption; nor have they any idea 
of taking part in the nomination of 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation. Thatis a family quarrel 
with which it bas nothing to do. 
Each party must take care of itself 
in the choice of its standard bearers. 


Republican politicians affeet to be- 
lieve that reform within the party is 
still possible, and they argue to the 
people that the organization is not 
responsible for the rascatities of the 
men whom it has placed in office. It 
is not easy to understand how sucha 
doctrine cau be maintained when all 
the con ventions are indorsingGrant’s 
administration. On this subject we 
recommend toall Republicans the 
sixth resolution of the National Con- 
yention which nominated Abraham 


Lincoln for the Presidency at Chica- 
go in 1860: 


** Resolved, That the people justly 


view with alarm the reckless extrav- 
agance which pervades every depart- 
ment of the Federal Government; 
thata return to rigid economy and 
accountability is indispensable to ar- 
rest the systematic plunder of the 
publie Treasury by favered _partis- 
aus: while the recent startling de- 
velopments of frauds and corruption 
the Federal. metropolis show that 
an entire changeof administration is 
imperatively demanded.” 


If the people could view with 


alarm the prospeous condition cf 
financial affairs in 1860, and denom- 
inate the parsimonious aimiuistra- 
tion of our Government previous to 
the war as reckless ex'ravagance, 
what cause or anxiety dues tie pr-s- 
ent condition of national affairs 
afford? Ifa return to rigid economy 
and accountability was then indis- 
pensable to arrest the plunder of 
the public Treasury, how many 
million times more pressing is 
the need of such areturn now? If 
the defaleation of the postmaster of 
this city was then a sullicient ground 
for imperatively demanding an 
entire change of administration, 
what languagecan now express the 
urgeacy ofa change in view of the 
rotteaness and corruption which 
have eaten through our civil service 
and tainted every officer from the 
farthest trading post on the Westero 
frontier to the capital at Washing- 
ton? 


The Impeachment Managers. 


The impeachment managers on the 


part of the House i> the trial of Gens 
eral Belknap before the Senate may 
turn out to be capatic and energetic 
lawyers, But mostof them are cou - 
pletely unknown to tae coun ry tins 
they will be compelled to pars through 
an ordeal searcely less tiving tia 
that of the accused Mr. Seott Lerd 
was the law partner of Senator Couk- 
ling, and has been Surrogat anda 
Judeeof biseounty. Mr. McMahon, 
of Ohio, was the law partuer of Mr. 
Valland’gham,. but held pubic 
office until elected to the present Con- 
gress. Mr J. Proctor Koct! prnetised 
his professjon jn Missouri, where he 
was at ore time Attorney General of 
the State, and he legal 
rank with his party in the House of 
Represe: ta'tives that he is Chairman 
of the Judiciary Commithe Me 
Lyode, of Wisconsin, was onee te- | 
fore in Con» ress, from 1849 to IS51, 
and he was Attorney Genere! aad 
United States District Attorney of the 
Territory before his S‘ate was admit- 
ted into the Union. Mr. G. A. Jenks, 
of Pennsylvania, is acountry lawyer, 
and is serving his first term in Con- 
gress. The republican managers are 
much better known than their demo- 
cratic associates. Mr. Willinin =. 
Wheeler, of this State is a lawyer of 
fair abilities, who has been many 
years in Congress nnd was Pre: ids nt 
of the Constitutional Convention of 
1867, while Mr. George F. Hear 
has also had great Congressional ex- 
perience and is well known : s a good 
lawyer. Many names might have 
been seleeted which would have been 
more aeceptable because they «are 
better known, but it would scare. ly 
have been wise todiyert Mr. Randa}! 
from his duties as chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, and 
these younger Men may work out the 
case more patiently, than it would 
haye been done by either Mr. Hol- 
manor Mr. Cox. For ability and 
experience these managers cannot 
compare with those chosen to con- 
duct the impeachment of Mr, John- 
son, but Mr, Carpenter and Judge 
Black will have more difBeculty in 
defending their client than had Mr. 
Stanberry and Mr. Evarts in the 
more famous trial. 


It is to be regretted, however, that 


there is not a member of the commit- 
tee fully capable of arguing the pre- 
liminary question to General Betk- 
nap’s trial—the question of jurisdic- 
tion. Ifthe Senate determines that 
it has authority to try a Cabinet offi- 
eer after his resignation has been ae- 
cepted for offences committed while 
io oftive the subseyuent preoceedings 
will be easily managed. isut for the 
argument of this prelimipary ques- 
tion transeendent legal ability will 
be required, and we doubt whether 
there isa member of the House on 
ei. her side capable of arguing it be- 
fore the Senate. Grent care and 
thoroughnessin the presentation of 
the case in its preliminary stage wi!! 
be re juired, and with these the coun- 
try will besatisfied.—NV. Llera/d,
